A Fatal Epidemic Amung Cattle. 
The Times-Review says a disense cal- 
ed “blackfvot,’”’ is prevailing to some 
extent among the cattle in Independ- 
ence valley and further northward, 
and several head have died from it.

The fir-t 
symptoms of the prese.ce of black- 
tout, is a slight foam which is dis 
Charged from the mouths of the 
diseased stock, and afterwards all of 
the indications ot poison follow. 
Every remedy so far tried has fuiled, 
the stock dying in every instance 
within a few hours after the attack. 
So far the loss has been c mpartively 
light, but cattle men are seriously 
uneasy as to the result.
